Dear Dr. Thosteson: I learned 


from your column that vitamin 
C is not harmful in large doses 
as the body throws off what it 
doesn't need. 


What about vitamins B-12 and 


A and niacin? Does the body 
store these and would they be 
harmful if taken daily? Niacin 
seemed to improve my circula- 
tion.—K L A. 


That's right about vitamin 


C—but by the same token, you 
should therefore ha\-e your vita- 
min C every day in citrus or 
tomato juice. Or. of course, the 
fresh fruit. 


Vitamin B-12 may be stored in 


the liver for three or four years, 
so you can tolerate a temporary 
shortage of it. (Sources are 
meats, cereals, brewer's yeast, 
milk and eggs.i This is not 
toxic, so you needn't worry 
about getting too much. 


Vitamin A is a somewhat 


different 
matter. It also is 


stored in the iiver. but large 
doses can be toxic, causing 
enlargement of the liver, stunt- 
ed growth in young people, and 
bone pain. 


However, it takes a lot of 


overdosing to cause trouble, and 
would occur only in people 
taking 
husky amounts daily 


over a period of time. In 
?eneral. physicians limit vita- 
min A to "no more than 50,000 
units a day (as in treating 
acne) and usually don't give it 
in that quantity for more than a 
few months. 


You 
aren't 
going to 
get 


enough just from your food to 
cause trouble. Sources are fats. 
oils, whole milk, yellow and 
dark green vegetables. 


Now niacin. It also is stored

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Racism Wins Again for Wallace 


When George Wallace was campaigning 


in Wisconsin in the 1964 presidential 
primary, one story told in his entourage 
was how Wallace had lost an election early 
in his Alabama career and what he had 
learned from it. Wallace had been "out- 
niggered" in that election and he would 
never let that happen again, it was ex- 
plained. 


This was a strange and terrible ex- 


pression for Wisconsin politics. What is 
more terrible Is that Wallace still is using 
such strategy and that it worked in his 
desperate effort to win back the Alabama 
governorship to form a political base for 
another third party campaign for the 
presidency. 


Wallace ran behind Gov. Albert Brewer 


in the May Democratic primary. Brewer 
had campaigned on the basis of being a full- 
time governor uninterested in presidential 
politics and a governor who would not bring 
Alabama the strife which is bound to come 
from Wallace's playing with state issues 
for national affect. But Wallace knew how 
to turn things around in the run-off election. 


If he lost, said Wallace, the black man 


would take over control of Alabama politics 
for the next 50 years, somehow ac- 
complishing this despite Ms minority status 
on the voting rolls. Wallace denounced bloc 
voting, a code word for the Negro vote. 
That this had happened in the primary was 


raises the question of how the two national 
parties will respond to his new power base, 
particularly the Republican party which 
has advocates for a southern strategy.

Wallace had to resort to means that he now 
is only a regional candidate. But this is only 
whistling in the dark for the type of 
prejudice appealed to by Wallace is not 
limited to the South.
